■ Z Ic® A^assadors shoula have certainly cariled considerable weight in decidin'r 
whether the FBI should continue or whether son© other group should come in to carrv 
on the worko He was very outspoken in expressing doubt tlmt the' CIG would have 
any hope of success and expressed the firm conviction tliat even should the GIG 
eventually succeed in establishing some reasonable degree of efficient covera-^e it 
would i^vitably mean a loss of efficiency and a loss of finable service to the'united 
States Government during the period when the CIG%7as getting itself established 
which would require in the opinion of Ambassador Scotten a period of several yearso 

The Ambassador inquired as to the CIG's plans of operation, including their 
plan for recru3.ting personnel, etc,, and he was advised that the Bureau is not 
aware of lIG's detailed plans although they do presumably intend to operate in 
American Eabassios abroad. The Ambassador was told I assumed CIG was iKi'^otiating 
with the State Department concerning these operations and the matter of securing 
the necessary clearance from the Ambassadors and such clearance as cfL^t be deemed 
necessary from the local goveriEisnts , I explained to him that I did not know 
tlteir plans for recruiting personnel except tlrat some inquiry was made as to whether 
the Bureau would be agreeable to an absorption of Bureau personnel, and that in 
response to this inquiry you had indicated definitely that the Bursau would not 
agree to aiy absorption of its personnel inasmuch as the Bureau needs its oersonncl 
and will natrrrally utilize same in connection xlth its very heavy and pressing re- 
sponsibilities, intelligence and otherwise, in the domestic field. The Ambassador 
stated that he certainly unSerstood the Bureau's position in this matter,

REACTION OF UNITED STATES AMBASSADORS TO 
THE, TAKING OVER BI THE CENTRAL INTEILiCSNOE 
GROUP OF INPELLIGENCE COVERAGE IN LATCN AMERICA 


The United States Ambassadors in Laten America have expressed 
extreme apprehension in coimection -with the cmrenb i>lans to replace and 
siQ)plant FBI intelligence operations "in Latin America -with the CIG organi- 
zation. The Ambassadors have based their concern and opposition to this 
change on the fact that the TBI has securely established itself- over a 
period of- years in Latin Ameiica, is performing a good job, and any change 
•will result in loss of efficien<gr and smoothness in operation due to the 
in^erience of the new organization* The oldest in point of service and 
most expeilenced Ambassadors, such as Ambassadors Walter Thurston in Mexico, 
Frank P. Corrigan in Venezuela, Clapde G* Bowers in Chile, John C* Wiley in 
Colombia, and George S* Messerssnlth' in Argentina, have been especially out** 
spoken in their opposition to the change because of the above-stated reasoxis 
and have also stated that cessation of FBI operations would have a sexlovisly 
detrimental effect on the work of each United States Embassy due to the 
loss of inportant xnfoxmiatlon that is inevitable incidental to a new. agency 
establishing itself in the intelligence field* These Ambassadors have stated 
that the Central Intelligence Group could not hope to attain the level of 
efficiency and produclivensss accomplished by the FBI in less than several 
years, if ever* 

Such Ambassadors as Joseph Flack of Bolivia, Robert M* Scotten 
of Ecuador, Willard L* Beatilac of Paraguay, William D* Pawley of Brazil, 

Wil^ of Colombia, aixj Bcjwers of Chile expressed amazement and concern that 
such a radical phange, which would gravely affect their work, should be 
made without consultation with the United Stetes Ambassadors who, due to 
their experience in tMs field and their 3aecessaiy reliance on such work^ 
should have been coiosulted* 

All of the Ambassadors have remarked upon the extreme importance 
of coordination by the United States . intelligence agenqy vath the Embassy 
and have pointed out that the FBI has cooperated most effectively in' this 
regard. They all expressed opposition to ary change because a new agency, 
they felt, would not be inclined to the same cooperation with the Ambassador 
and the Embassy generally* Several of the Ambassadors pcd.nted' out that they 
had originally opposed the FBI or any other organl^tion entering into the 
foreign intellagence field, par^cularly ly utilizing Bnbassy facilities. 




but that the outstan:aing success of the mi in effecting close cooperation 
^th tte Embassy to the mutual benefit of all concerned had cominced them 
that the EBI was essential and was the only agency which could successfully 
operate in the foreign intelligence field to the saiisfaction of all con- 
cerned. 


A number of the Ambassadors expressed apprehension as to possible 
danger of embarrassment because of resentment of local governments con- 
cerning aiy change in connection with the intelligence interests of the 
Uiited States Government. The Ambassadors pointed out that practically all 
of the Latin American countries have given scaae kind of clearance to, the 
work that is novr being performed ^d that no embarrassment has ever resulted 
during the several years of operation, by the FBI. The Ambassadors, .particularly 
Scotten in Ecuador, Edwin lyie in Guatem^a, R. Henry Norweb in Cuba, Thurston 
in Mexico, Corrigan in Venezuela, Pawley in Brazil, Bowers in QMle,' arri 
Beaulao in Paraguay, have expressed a high de^ee of satisfactibn with the 
police liaison ^rangements which have been openly arranged wi^ Latin 

Authorities by the FBI. Such police liaison arrangements have been 
efxected with a majority of the Latin American countries. The Ambassadors 
are particularly interested in the FBI maintaining this police liaison as 
a part of the general intelligence program of the United States'Gbvernment ’ 
due to the importance of counterintelligence which can be most ^fectively 
.handled through such arrangements,. The Ambassadors were cbhcefned that the 
new Central Inbelligence Agency would probably not be able to effect such 
arrangements or to operate in cooperation with the local governments and, 
therefore, must necessarily operate completely clandes1d.ne ai^ i^er cover 
with the resultant loss of efficiency and productiveness and the constant 
hazard of embarrassment to the United States Government |itoough discoveiy 
of their activities. ' 

Ambassador Beaulac of Paraguay and Counselor Hugh lailard of the. 
CMlean anbassy both vigorously' opposed the change from the FBI to the 
GIG because of their expeilence with the Office of Strategic Services in 
the Iberian Peninsula during the war as contrasted to their experience with 
the JBI in Latin America. , They felt that the new organization, that is 
the Central Intelligence Group, would operate similarly to the Office of 
Strategic Services with a resultant loss in efficiency and necessary em- . 
barrassing incidents, as well as having a non-cooperative attitude towards 
the Ambassador and the' Embassy.

Ambassadors Norweb in Cuba, Messersmith in Argentina, Pawley in 
Brazil, and Bowers in Chile have expressed themselves as being particularly 
opposed to the new Central Intelligence Group because th^ feel this organi- 
zation cannot help but be dominated by the United States Army. They pointed 
out that this would be most undesirable, particularly in Latin America 
where the -type of intelligence desired and available :is not along the lines 
of military secrets but along the lines of subversive activities, such as 
coverage, of Communist and other groups which are potentially, if not 
actively, dangerous to the interests of the Urited States Government. 
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
